Of the Balſom of Spirit of Salt. 
Here this Spirit of Salt cannot be carried in Glaſſes 
for tear of breaking, it may be had made up in a Bal- 
ſome» which (aid Balſome is both a Comforter and quench. 
et of Thirſt to all perſons travelling on Foot ot Horſeback, 
ot in Armies; both for the Cavalry and Infantry, alſo for 
any that ate bound in any Voyage to Sea, who all are often- 
times forc'd to drink ſtinking water, and the like, which is 
moſt pernicious to humane nature , and breeder of all dan- 
gerous Diſeaſes. The Directions for taking of it is thus: Let 
them take the quantity of a {mall Nut upon their tongue 
with their finger, or on the point of o Knife, three or four 
times one after another,as they ſhall find themſelves refreſh- 
ed; Bur where any ſort of Drink is tobe had, let them dif. 


ſolve the quantity ofa Wallnut, in three or four ounces of 


any kind ofdrink, and uſe it as often as they ſhall find occa 
ſion, and it will work the Effect. 

This is very excellent good alſo for all Gentlewomen, ei- 
ther with Child orotherwiſe, and for all young children, 
eithet taken of it ſelf, or diſſolved in any kind of Drink.

cines In which, as in a ſtorm at Sea, the Mariner hath much 
adoe toattain to his deſired Port, without danger of being 
ſwallowed up of Quick ſands, or beaten in pieces againſt 
Rocks; whereas Experience dictates, that many being de- 
terred by the ſhipwrack oftheir Fortunes, have caſt away 
all hope & expectation of obtaining their wiſhEd-for-Haven.

It cleanſeth the Bloud, 
emptieth all vicious bumours of the Stomack ; brings down the 
Courſes,and maketh Barren Women fruitful; in the Gout alſo, and 
the Stone it is a commendable Medicine. The Doſe thereof is al- 
terable , according to the age ofthe Patient, wherein alſo there 
mu't be a reſpect had to bis ſtrength , and to the violence of the 
Diſeaſe.
